Although dollars and cents, pounds and 
tonnage, tell eloquent stories of progress 
and prosperity, they leave witch io he 
tok concerning the achievements of the 
forward-looking people of Porto Rico 
during these years under America's be- 
neheent guidance. 

The drive against dliteracy and igno- 
rance atic] the fight against sickness and 
death have been marked by trimphs that 
two decodes ago would not have been 
thonght possihle 

When the United States entered Porto 
Kioo there was not a single building from 
San Jinn to Ponce, or from Mavyarues 
to Punta Santiago, devoted exclusively to 
school work, and nine-tenths of the chil- 
dren of échool age were without educa- 
tom] odvantaves. To-day there are 
nearly 2,500 schools in the island,-and the 
numer of pupils has increased more than 
sixtcld. 

With a large percentage of the popula- 
tion living in the turn) districts and with 
an excessive percentage of illiteracy 
among. the parents of children living out- 
side San Juan, tt has been a tremendous 
task to establish a sentiment in faver of 
education; but, thanks to a compulsory 
education law, a school garden program, 
and teacher visits to parenit homes, rapid 
progress 13 being mile in fostering such 
a sentiment, anc nowadays attendance is 
not limited try Jack of desire upen the part 
rvf ferents to have there chilelren learn, 
bot by the inability of the poverment to 
estahlish schools fast enough to meet the 
dlemanils, 

Many pupils have been handicapped in 
them studies by lack of proper nourish- 
ment at home, and it not infrequently 
happens that children come to school after 
having had only a plantam-and a cup of 
black coffee for brenkfast, To meet this 
situation, ¢charitahlé areal rehgious orpatni- 
zations provide free school lunches in cer- 
in elistricts,

WITH AN EXILE 


IN ARCTIC SIBERIA 


The Narrative of a Russian Who Was Compelled to Turn 
Polar Explorer for Iwo Years

ith Tvstrations from Photographs by the Author 


Tree VE years ago [ was com- 
pelled to tit polar explorer. 
Without any trinl; by a mere add- 
ministrative process, | was banished for 
aterm of five years ta the Yakutsk Ter- 
titury of torthenastern Siberia. 

‘This -was the third time that I) hac Leen 
exiled by the Tsarist Government. On 
the two previous occasions—the first 
from Archangel, the second from the city 
of Yakutsk—Il had successfully escaped 
and tesimed my political activities. 

Special precautions were therefore 
tuken this time. 1 waa deported to the 
farthest possible north, a place te wich 
noone had ever before heen sent, and 
front which, it was generally believed, 10 
escape was possibile, 


The settlement to which I was banished 


was called Russkoe Ustye, Even in the 
cily of Yakotsk, the eopatal of the terri- 
tory of that name, there was only a yague 
knowledge of the existence of this ‘re- 
mote Villige—forgotten by Gol an fiir, 
It is sittated wider latitude 71* +" N:, 
and im longitide 14q° ay’ z,, near the 
point where the fndigirica River enters 
the Arctic Ocean (see map, page O99). 


A JOURNTY GF 4,000 MILLS Hi HORSE, 
REINDEER, AXD DOOG-SLEDGE 


To convey an idea of the retoteness of 
this place from the rest of the world, I 
must go into some detail ‘The cistince 
from Tricutals, the Stherian metropolis an 
the Trans-Siberian Railway, to the city 
of Yakutsk is reckoned st about 2,000 
miles, Commiunicatiin betwee these 
points is maintained part of the way in 
strimmer by stearship on the Lena, and in 
winter hy horses, “Phe journey requires 
from 25 to 30 days, and im winter one 
mist travel on horses day and night. 

About the same distance mast be cov- 


ered from Yakutsk to Russkoe Ustre. ¢x- 


cept that communication on this stretch 


is far more diffiealt. Travel is possible 
here only in winter, wher all the rivers, 
marshes, andl innumerable lakes of this 
region freeze, In spring, siumimer, and 
autumn this part of the country is entirely 
ent aff from the rest of the world by 
commtess topassalle switrriprs. 

1 was sent from Yakotsk under the 
guard of a spectally selected Cossack, 
whose business it was to see that | did 
not cscape again, We started at the be- 
ginning of December, oz. After trav- 
eling only 130 miles we ecehained anit 
hurses for reindeer, These in turn were 
exchanged for treah animals from time 
to tithe at various nonimdl cantps. 

Our road lay through the ¢ncampments 
of Yakuts, ‘Tones, and Yukaghirs, for 
there are no Russian settlements mi this 
Tern. 

We reached the Indigirka River about 
the middle of February, and this was 
comsidleres! riaypstel process. Here we were 
no longer gable to use reindeer, and the 
rest of the trip had to be made hy diyr- 

edie, a distance of riore than fe miles. 

Thus: the entire distance of 4.000 miles 
was covere!, with the aid of horses, remn- 
deer, and dags, in about two and a half 
months. 

The village to which T liad been as- 
suvned was 4,000 mules from the nearest 
thilway station, As the crow fhes, Hivs- 
oe Ustve is much closer to the North 
Pole than by the customary route of 
travel to the nearest Inrge city, Yakutsk, 
which is regardetl, even in Siberia, as iin 
out-af-the-way place, 


DURIED TH AN ABCTIC BLIZZARD 


We traveled north through the ‘still 
prinieval forests (the taign), such as are 
found onlvin Siberia. We passed through 

ep ravines, winding channels, _snow- 
filled beds of rivers, larpe and small, and 
crossed tall, rocky, forest-clad mountains,

At night we would somenmes stop at a 
nomad tent or i same wooccupaed hut 
coustricted especially for travelers. 
These fatter had always to be put in order 
before they were fit for human teihitation. 

We traveled during the coldest part of 
the year, The mercury never rose above 
20° telaw zero (centigrade), and mest 
at the tine it hovered around —so°, anne 
ence, at Verkhovainsk, which ts strpprosed 
to he the coklest spot on earth, J ran inte 
a temperature of —yI*

This plan entailed the crossing of more 
thata thousand miles of amnitthabited wil- 
derness.. | had permission to move freely 
within the boundaries of the district of 
Verkhoyansk, in the Territory of Ya- 
kutsk.” Pretending that | was going te 
Verkhoyansk, I started east and reached 
the first camp of the Chukehi, with whos 
aid I planned to continue my flight ; bot 
alas! One of the men at once recognized 
me, for he had already heard abtart me 
from his friends who passed through his 
canip, 

It appears that my fame had spread all 
over the tundm, 1 was too strange a 
phenomenon to escape potice; 1 was ut- 
able to explain why | wanted to. fers 
farther to the east, across the Kolvma, 
and se was compelled to turn back in the 
direction of Verkhovansk, 

And in Verkhoyansk the police authori 
tes were waiting, 

The remaining three years of my exile 
were spent at the tiny éettlement of Bulun, 
on the lower Lena, where a steamer from 
Yakutsk calls twice during the summer, 
en account Of the fine fishing in this part 
of the world, and m winter the mai! ar- 
fives once every two months. At Bolin 
Ine longer felt so completely cut off from 
civilization, atid for this reason life there 
WAS int 60 interesting asat Russkoe Ustye, 

Cpon omy, retirn to Russia otter my 
hantshment [ pablished several small 
heoks dealing with this recin, 

In the imterest of science, it weld 
seem of importance to have serious study 
made of this part af the workl.
